(7'h tloor), Calciitta-700001 . 

PROPOSALS 

(1) To notify that Sardines Canned in Oil .shall be subject 
to quality control and inspection prior to export; 

(2) to specify the type of inspection in nccoi dance with 
the draft Export of Sardines Canned in Oil (Inspection) 
Rules, 1977 set out in .^nnexu^c-I lo this order as the type 
of inspection which would be applied to such forzen Sar- 
dines Canned in Oil prior to export; 

(3) to recognise the specifications as set out in Annexure IT 
to this order as Ihe standard specifications for Sauiincs 
Canned in Oil; and 

( 4 ) to prohibit the expoit in the course of international 
trade of Stardines Canned in Oil unless the same are ac- 
companied by a certificate issued by any one of the agen- 
ctes established at Bombay, Calciilta, Cochin, Delhi and 
Madras under section 7 of the Export (OuTh'fy Control and 
Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963) lo the elTcct that the 
consignment of such Sardines Canned in Oil satisfies the 
conditions relating lo quality control and inspection and is 
exportworthy.

3. In this Order Sardines Canned in Oil mean edible rneat 
of Sardines (Sardinclla sp.) precooked sailed and packed into 
cans with oil.

Drufl rules proposed to be made under section 17 of the

(. Short title. — These rules may be called the Export of 
Sardines Canned in Oil (Inspection) Rules, 1977. 

2. Definitions. — In these niles unless the context other- 
wise requires,— 

(a) "Act" means the Export (Ouality Control and Ins- 
pection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963). 

(b) “agency” means nny of the agencies established at 
Bombay, Caleulla, Cochin, Delhi and Madras 
under section 7 of (he Act; 

fc) "Sardines Canned in Oil” mean edible meat of 
Sardine,s (Sardinella sp.) pre-cooked, salted and 
packed into cans wiih oil. 
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3. Basis of Inspection. — Inspection of Sardines Canned in 
Oil for export shall be carried out with a view to seeing 
that the Sardines Canned in Oil conform to the standard 
specifications recognised by the Central Govcinment under 
^tion 6 of the Act. 

4. Procedure of inspection.— -(1) An exporter intending to 
export Sardines Canned in Oil shall submit an application 
to the nearest office of the agency giving paiticiilar-, of the 
consignment intended to be exported to enable it to exa- 
mine such consignment or cause the same to be examined 
to see whether the same conforms to the specilications le- 
ferred to in rule 3 and the exporter shall at (he same time 
endorse a copy of such intimation for inspection to (he 
nearest office of the Export Inspection Council. 

(2) Every application under sub-rule (II shall icach the 
office of agency not leas than 15 days before the anticipated 
time of despatch of the consignment from the cxpoilci’s 
premises. 

(3) On receipt of the application referred to in sub-rule 

(2) the agency shall inspect the consignment of Sardines 
Canned in Oil rrs per the instructions issued hy the Expoit 
Inspection Council in this behalf from time to time with a 
view to .seeing that the same complies wilh the requirements 
Of the recognised specifications referred to in rule 3. 

(4) The exporter shall provide all necessary facilities to 
the agency to enable them to carry out such inspection. 

(5) If, after inspection, the agency is satisfied that the con- 
signment of Sardines Canned in Oil to be exported complies 
with the requirements of the recognised specifications referred 
to in rule 3. the agency shall, within 15 days of application 
j.ssuc a certificate declaring that the consignment of Sardines 
Canned in Oil satisfies the conditions relating to quality con- 
trol and inspection and is exportworthy : 

Provided that the agency is not so satisfied, it shall, within 
the said period of 15 days, refuse to issue such certificate 
and communicate such refusal to the exporter along with 
the reasons therefor (6) The agency may exercise super- 
vision of the inspected consignment at any place of storage 
or transit prior to its shipment as it may consider necessary 
for satisfying the purposes of these rules. 

5. Inspection fee. — Subject to a minimum of rupees fifty 
for each consignment, a fee at the rate of 6.5 per cent of 
f.o.b. value, shall be paid by the exporter to the agency as 
inspection fee, 

6. Appeal. — (1) Any exporter aggrieved by the refusal of 
the agency to issue a ccrfificatc under sub-rule (5) of rule 4, 
may, within three days of receipt of the communication 
of such refusal by him, prefer an appeal to a panel of 
experts, consisting of not less than three but not more than 
seven persons as may be appointed for the purpose by the 
Central Government. 

(2) At least Iwo-thirds of the total membership of the 
panel of experts shall consist of non-officials. 

(3) The quorum for the panel shall be three. 

(4) The appeal shall be disposed of within fifteen days.

0.1 General, 

0.1 Raw Material — The Satxlincs shall be of good quality 
The material to be canned shall be free fiom heads, tiiil 
tips, and loose entrails and shall be free from any taint 
suggestive of defective raw material. The skin shall be 
free from discolouration. The mateiial shall be also be 
free from eggs (roc), unless otheiwisc specified. 

0.2 Oil— The oil, used for cunning sardine shall be eithci 
refined and deodorized edible vegetable oil or stearine ficc 
sardine oil of good quality. 


0,3 Freedom liom Artificial colouring Matter and 
Filming .Agents — 3 he material shall be free fiom artificial 
colouiing nratter and firming agents except common salt. 

0. 4 Additives- -Mo additives other than common salt shall 
be used. Spices may be used subject to agreement between 
the pill chaser and the buyer. 

0 5 Hygienic Requirements -3 he mateiial shall be pre- 
p.ncd, fiilcsl .md processed under hygienic conditions and 
only in premises maintained in a ihoroughly clean and hy- 
gienic manner. 

0 6 Water — I he water used in piocessing of saidincs shall 
be ol potable quality and shall cont.iin 10 parts pei million 
avail.abic chlorine. 

1. Processing 

1.1 The processing shall be at .such a temperature and for 
Mich length of time as will ensure thorough cooking and ade- 
quate sterilization of the finished product. The water used for 
the cooling of cans shall be maintained in a clean condition and 
chlorinateil to maintain a minimum lesidual free chlorine 
concentration of one part pei million. 

2, Packing in cans 

2.1 The sardines shall be packed in suitable round or flat 
rectangular or oval cans and sealed hermetically. If the 
cans arc lacqucied, the laequci used shall be of such quality 
that it does not imparl any foieign taste and small to the 
contents of the can, and does not peel off during processing 
and shortage of the pioduct. The lacquer shall not be soluble 
in oil or brine to any extent. The cans shall be free from 
rust. The cans shall be thoroughly cleaned filling. 

2.2 The sardines shall be filled in the cans in such a 
manner that they remain in the same axis, that is, there shall 
be no cross-filling. 

2.3 The pieces shall be cooked and drained properly, Hie 
pioduct in the cans shall be of uniform size. 

3. Requirements for the Finished Product. 

3.1 The finished product shall have the odour, flavour and 
colour chaiactcristics of the species. The flesh shall be firm 
in texture. The bones shall be soft and yielding. 

3.2 The contents of the can on opening shall not display 
any disintegration. Pieces from which portions have separa- 
ted out would be treated as' disintegrated units. The per- 
centage of detached poitions of fish calculated on the basis 
of drained weight shall not exceed 5 per cent by weight, 
b.ised On the average of 5 cans. No loose scales shall be 
present in the can. 

3.3 The product shall be free from any type poisonous 
and deleterious substances. 


3.4 The product shall be free from foreign materials and 
grittiness. 

3.5 The can shall give a negative pressure when puii- 
ctuicd. If round cans are used, the vacuum shall not be less 
than 100 mm. 

3.6 The diained weight of the contents in each can shall 
be not less than 70 per cent of the net water capacity of 
cans. 

3.7 The diained liquid shall contain not more than 10 
per cent of the water by volume. 

4. Microbiological Activity 

4,1 The contents of the can shall not show any growth in 
Thioglycollate Cystine broth after incubation. For this 
put pose, half of the Sample cans shall be incubated at 37°C 
for not less than 14 days and the remaining half of the 
sampled cans shall be incubated at 55°C for not less than 
4 days.

This is a complaint under sec. 33 A of the Industrial 
Disputes Act. 1947. 

2. The case of the complainants is that they entered 
service under the opposite-party in the clerical line and 
after gradual promotion are now working as Senior 
Clerks, Head Clerks and ad-hoc Head Assistants. Some 
of them have also been appointed as ad-hoc Divisional Ac- 
countants on a stop-gap basis. The posts of Accountants 
are specialised posts and their cadre is separate from the 
clerical cadre, The opposite-parly by a circular dated 
12-12-73 decided to hold examinations for recruitment to 
the posts of Divisional Accountants. By another office 
memorandum dated 28-6-75 the opposite-party decided to have 
a combind cadre of Head Assistants and Accountants and 
wanted to prescribe examinations in accounts for promotion 
and recruitment to the post of Head Assistants. The com- 
plainants aggrieved by (he above policy of the opposite-party 
raised an industrial dispute which is pending adjudication 
in Industrial Dilute Case No. 10 (Central) of 1975 before 
this Tribunal. During the pendency of the aforesaid main 
industrial dispute case, the opposite-party issued an office 
order dated 27-10-76 for holding training classes in accor- 
dance with the office memorandum dated 28-6-75 with a view 
to hold final examinations for the posts of Accountants. The 
complainants who belong to clerical cadre have also been 
asked to join the training classes. The opposite-party has 
altered to the prejudice of the complainants the conditions 
of service applicable to them immediately before the commen- 
cement of the proceeding in the main Industr ial Dispute Case 
No. 10 (Central) of 1975 and has thus violated the provisions 
'of sec. 33 of the Industrial Dispute Act, 1947. The com- 
plainants have prayed to decide the complaint in their favour. 

3, The case of the opposite-party management is that the 
posts of Accountants are not specialised posts and their 
cadre is not separate from the clerical cadre. .-Xs per the 
amended recruitment rules, the L.D. Clerks, U.D. Clerks, 
Head Clerks, etc., are not eligible for promotion to the 
posts of Head Assistants /Accountants without training and 
coming out successful at the test. The passing of accounts

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eXHitiinalion is a must in pit administrative and managerial 
services. The above recruitment rules were in force prior 
to the commencement of the proceeding in industrial Dis- 
pute Case No, 10 tCcntral) of 1975 and the opposite-party 
has not changed any conditions of service applicable to the 
workmen during the pendency of the aforesaid industrial 
dispute case in violation of sec. 33 of the industrial Dis- 
putes Act, 1947. It is therefore prayed that the complaint 
petition may be dismissed. 

4. Today on 24-3-77 when the case was called on for 
hearing none appeared for the complaints to contest 
the proceeding inspite of notice. Since neither the com- 
plaints nor their union representatives were present at the 
hearing, it would be reasonable lo infer that at present 
they do not have any grievance against the opposite-party.

S.O. 1158. — Whereas the Ccntial Government is .satisfied 
that the employee^ of the Directorate of Suivey tAIR), 
Printing Press, New Delhi under Survey of India are other- 
wise in .eceipt of benefits substantially similar to the benefits 
provided under the Employees’ State Insurance Act, 1948 
(34 of 1948); 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 90 of the said Act and in continuation of the notifica- 
tion of the Government of India in the Ministry of Labour 
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No.- S.O. 278y -UaWd-thc 14th July, ly76, the Cential Gov- 
ernment after consultation with the Employees’ State Jnsui- 
ance Corporation, hereby exempts the above mentioned factory 
from the operation of the said Act for a further period of 
one year with effect from the 1st March, ly77 up to and 
inclusive of the 2Rth February, ly7R. 


2. The above exemption is subject to the following condi- 
tions, namely : — 

(1) The employer of the said- factoiy shall submit in res- 
pect of the period during which that factoiy was subject to 
the operation of the siiid Act (hereinafter referred to as the 
said period), such returns in such form and containing such 
particulars as wcie due from it in respect of the said period 
under the Employees' Slate Insurance (General) Regulations, 
1950; 

(2) Any Inspector appointed by the Corporation tinder 
sub-section (1) of section 45 of the said Act or other Official 
of the Corporation authorised in this behalf shall for the 
purposes of — 

(i) verifying the particulars contained in any return sub- 

mitted under sub-section (1) of section 44 for the 
said period; or 

(ii) asccrlaining whether registers and records were 

maintained as required by the Employees* State 
Insurance (General) Regulations, 1950 for the said 
period; or 

, (til) Hscettaining whether the employees continue to be 
entitled to benefits provided by the employer in cash 
and kind being benefits in consideration of which ex- 
emption is being granted under this notification; or 

(iv) .ascertaining whether any of the provisions of the 
Act had been complied with during the period when 
such provisions weic in force in relation to the 
said factory; 

be empowered to — ■ 

(a) require the principal or immediate eniployei to 
furnish to him such information as he may consider 
necessary; or 

(h) enter any factory, establishment, office or other 
premises occupied by such principal or immediate 
employer at any reasonable time and require any 
person found inchaw thereof to produce to such 
Inspeclor or other official and allow him to examine 
such accounts, books and other documenls i elating 
to the employment of persons and payment of wages 
or to furnish to him such information as he may 
consider necessary; or 

(c) examine the principal or Immediate employer, his 

agent or servant, or any person found in such 
factory, establishment, office or other premises, or 
any person whom the said Inspector or other offlciul 
has reasonable cause to believe to have been an 
employee; or 

(d) make copies of or take extracts from, any register, 

account book or other document maintained in such 
factory, establishment, office or other pieniises. 


EXPLANATORY .MEMORANDUM 

It has become necessary to give retrospective effect to the 
exemption in this case as the processing of application for 
grant of exemption took time. However, it is certified that 
the conditions under which the factory was initially granted 
exemption still persist and the factory is eligible for exemp- 
tion. It is ulso cci tided that the grant of exemption with 
retiospectivc effect will not affect the intcicst of anybody 
adversely.
